10 draw chat attention to theſe 


Hons which they may be found to de- 


ſerve, and to render them intereſting, 


inſtructive and profitable, it may be uſeful 


to give the numerous ſubſcribers ſome idea 
of the ſituation of the authoreſs. — Charlotte 
Rees was born in the year 1783, of reſpett- 
able, and deſerving parents, with minds 
adapted to a more favorable rank in life; 
but loſſes, diſappointments, and treacherous 
connexions, expoſcd the family to very 
ſevere trials. Her father, at an early 
period, after he was bereft of his property, 

ſunk under his afflictions, and left her 
mother with five daughters in ſuch diſtreſs 
as called for the moſt firm reliance on di- 
vine protection. Charlotte, though too young 
to be fully ſenſible of their afflictions. was a 
ſpectator, and in a meaſure, a partaker of 
them, which prevented her from receiving 
any other education than what ſhe derived 
from occaſional inſtruction at home. She 
had always ſhewn ſtrong marks of a ſenſible 


and reflefting mind, and very early of a 


poetical genius. At the age of about nine 


years, (before her friends were apprized of 
her ability) and without having received 


from any perſon the ſmalleſt inſtruction on 
the 
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vi P. REF A CE. | 
the ſubjeQ, ſhe , was. diſcovered to have 


written for her own amuſement, a work 
replete with moral and judicious reflection, 


of about 130 folio manuſcript pages, called 


Louiſa, a moral tale and upon being aſked 
ik ſhe had any Plan in Few, ſhe ſaid ſhe 


intended to ſhew that though Vice might 
flouriſh for a while; Virtue in the end would 
prevail. Judges of that kind of compoſition 
have expreſſed high approbation; of its 
merit. About a year afterwards fhe wrote 
a poem on the death of the King of France, 


whoſe melancholy cataſtrophe alfeered her 
very much. 


This and two or three other poems were 
all that had iffued from her pen when I 
firſt became acquainted with the family, 
which was in the year 1793. They were 
brought under my notice by the very ſevere 
indifpofitions of two of the daughters. 
Charlolte's poetical productions have ſince 


been very numerous, amounting in the 
whole to above fixty, the principal part 


were written before ſhe was twelve years 
of age. One is inſerted at the end of 
theſe ſermons as 2 ſpecimen. It is ſeleQ- 
ed more for its ſuitableneſs to the difcourſes 
than any peculiar excellency, it not being 
the moſt favorable effort of her genius. 

In the ſummer of 1794, fhe wrote her. 


firſt diſcourſe and foon after the three 


others.—

others. — That from the pſalms was written 
ſome weeks afterwards. 

Concluding it might be Ie edi to 
mankind not to let the extraordinary talents 
of this child remain uſeleſs to herſelf and 
others, I was induced more eaſily to comply 
with the requeſts of her friends to let her 
publiſh what now appears to the world; 
which I truſt will be a ſufficient apology 
for the ſteps that have been taken. 

Though it is wiſhed not to take the atten- 
tion of the reader from the good ſenſe 
theſe ſermons diſcover, yet that for which 
they moſt recommend themſelves, is the 
ſcriptural piety they breath throughout. 
The juſt attachment the authoreſs manifeſts 

towards many of the great doErines of 
_ Chriſtianity, ſuch as the divinity of our 
bleſſed Lord and, Saviour, the atoning 
efficacy of his blood, and the neceſſity of 
the aſſiſting and reſtoring influence of his 
divine grace, which, added to the practical 
manner ſhe expreſſes them, ſhew her to 
be farther advanced inthe ſchool of religion 
than could have been expetted irom achild 
of her age. 

Some perſons having iifrovered an Led 
nation to fuſpett ſhe might have been aſied 
in compoſing theſe ſermons, it becomes ne- 
ceſſary to afſure the ſubſcribers, that they 
are e entirely her own compoſition ; and ſuch

care has been taken, that even the correc-
